CHILEAN CLAIMS. 


The Santiago Administration Asks Damages 
in the Itata Case. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—(By the As- 
scciated Press.) The Chilean govern- 
ment has filed with the Chilean Claims 
Commission a claim for damages in 
the well-known Itata sace. The South 
American Steamship Company, with of- 
fices in Valparaiso, is the claimant, and 
wants $227,000 damages. This is the 
only claim presented by the Chilean 
government.

Fourth—Such notes to be made first 
liens on all assets and liabilities against 
the stoekholders to-an amount equal 
te and in addition to the stock. 

Fifth—The banks issuing and  ctr-

shall deposit with the United States 
Comptroller, as security, for the re- 
demption of United States, State, mu- 
nicipal and other securities to the 
amount of par of-the notes to be issued. 
The character of such securities to be 
strictly prescribed in this bill. An as- 
sessment of of 1 per cent. to be 
paid on taking out the circulation, and 
also on all circulation outstanding 
more than one year.

Hence it is not always re- 
markable that the latter, who are 
egged on by the additional inducement 
of being paid by the thousand words, 
frequently overstep the boundary of 
facts and draw extensively upon their 
able imagination. If the newspapers 
contented themselves with printing the 
actual happenings of the day, with a 
reasonable amount of literary matter 
und comment, some of our contempo- 
raries would be able to lessen the 
mount of their paper bills. But this 
is an era of such keen competition in 
the newspaper world that it requires 
an unusual amount of backbone on the 
part of an editor to abstain from an oc- 
casional lapse into sensationalism. We 
commend this evil to the prayerful and 
punget consideration of the devoted 
Dame Durdens who have set about the 
purification of the press.

THE EUROPEAN VOLCANO. 


A dispatch from London gives an in- 
teresting statement by Poultney Big- 
elow on the European situation. Mr. 
Bigelow was, we believe, a college- 
mate of the German Emperor, with 
whom he is on very intimate terms, 
so that any statement which he makes 
carries considerable weight. Mr. Bige- 
low declares that Russia wants Con- 
stantinople. This is no new thing. 
Russia has wanted Constantinople ever 
since the time of Peter the Great, who, 
in his will, adjured his successors never 
to give up the struggle for the posses- 
sion of the Golden Horn. It was an 
attempt of Russia to carry out the 
Policy of the great Peter, which 
brought on the Crimean war. Russia 
was then defeated by the combined 
forces of England and France. That 
‘defeat did not swerve her from her 
course.

The taking of those two 
fine provinces by the Germans as part 
of the spoils of victory in 1870, was a 
terrible blow to the French, a blow 


the lifetime of the present generation. 
It hurt them far more than did the pay- 
ment of the enormous sum of money 
which Germany extracted from its van- 
avished foe. This money payment 
might have been forgiven and forgot- 
ten and the French and Germans 
might even have become friends, after 
a fashion, but that can never be as 
long as the German flag waves over 
these two provinces, which, though to 
@ great extent German-speaking, are 
more French in sentiment than many 
of the Parisians themselves. Although 
nearly’ quarter of a century has 
elapsed since Germany made _ terms 
with its conquered enemy, it only needs 
the mention of Alsace and Lorraine 
by a public speaker in France to arougre 
his hearers to a pitch of enthusiasm 
which borders on frenzy. So well is 
that fact recognized by Germany, that 
it has even been proposed by some 
Germans that the two provinces should 
be given back to France, but this 
would not suit a majority of the Ger- 
man people, and it is not at all likely 
that the impetuous young Emperor 
_— ever entertain such a proposi- 
tion. 

Here, then, we have two loaded 
magazines, either or both of which are 
liable to explode at any moment, and 
throw the entire continent of Burope 
into confusion. .On the east is Rus- 
sia, striving for an outlet into the 
Mediterranean, and on the west is 
France, whose people would almost to 
& man enthusiastically welcome war 
with Germany if they were sure of 
some Outside assistance. The France 
of today is not the France of 15870. 
The army has been remodeled and 
greatly strengthened, and the officers 
are of a better class. The countty 
has: profited by the experience which 
Was gained in the last struggle, when 
France was terribly handicapped by 
the corruption and favoritism, which 
undermined every. branch of the im- 
perial government, and resulted in 
leading thousands of brave men like 
sheep to the slaughter. For this 
reason those who figure on like results 
from a contest between France and 
Germany to those which followed the 
struggle of 1870, would be likely to 
find themselves much mistaken. ~ It 
may be that the Germans would again 
win, but it would be a terribly hard 
struggle, and this fact is fully recog- 
nized by Germany herself.

Sentiment in Aguilar’s 
Favor Growing. 


He Will Undoubtedly Endeavor 
to Prove an Alibi. 


Curious Facts Concerning the Wife's 
Horrible Death. 


An Outline of the Story that Will Probably 
Be Advanced in Defense of 
the Accused Woman 
Killer. 


Nothing new was developed yester- 
day regarding the burning of Francesca 
Aguilar, beyond a growing sentiment 
being noticed in favor of the husband 
and accused murderer. 

Since the first version of the hor- 
rible affair was published, many con- 
flicting statements have been made, 
which tend to discredit the dying decla- 
ration of the woman. 

Aguilar is known among his asso- 
ciliates and the citizens of Anaheim, in 
which community he has lived for sev- 
eral years, as an’ exceptionally docile 
Mexican, and one who would hardly 
resort to such terrible vengeance as 
he is alleged to have taken upon his 
wife. From the appearance of things 
at present it also looks as if Aguilar 
will have but little difficulty in prov- 
ing a complete alibi, for there are said 
to be some who will swear positively 
that he was at work plowing on his 
ranch at the time Mrs. Aguilar was 
burned. 

On the other hand, it is difficult, in- 
deed, to reconcile this alleged state- 
ment of facts with the words of the 
young woman, who, in full conscious- 
ness of her dangerous condition, and 
knowing well that a speedy death 
awaited her, laid the blame for the ter- 
rible deed upon her husband. The 
only explanation offered of this is, that 
in the moments of mental and physical 
torture, the woman's imagination be- 
eame inflamed, and she pictured her 
husband as carrying out the threat 


to kill her, which he is said to have 
and possibly did make, in a fit of 
anger. 


when Aguilar is put upon his defende 
it will probably be shown first, that 
there had been a bonfire started in the 
rear of the Silva house on the day of 
the burning of the woman; that Mrs. 
Aguilar had robed herself after lunch 
in a long, white gowe, and started for 
the closet; that on her way there she 
‘brushed her garment unconsciously into 
the remains of a paint brush which 
had been saturated with oil and was 
burning: that the lower portion of her 
clothing had in this manner been set 
on fire. without her noticing it, and that 
when she entered the closet and gath- 
ered the folds of her dress about her, 
the fire spread to several portions 
of her garments, and that when she 
went out the air fanned the smoulder- 
ing spots into flame and the biaze 
spread over her just as she stepped 
out of the door. 

This theory, a most plausible one, 
will be hard to combat, and then the 
additional evidence to the effect that 
Aguilar did not leave the Anaheim dis- 
trict on Wednesday will undoubtedly 
be used to complete the cause in the 
accused’s behalf. 

It is understood that the priest, who 
took the dying woman's confession, 
was heard to remark yesterday that 
Aguilar was innocent of the crime, 
although it is not known whether his 
belief was founded upon anything that 
Mrs. Aguilar told him or not. 

Aguilar, who now occupies a cell at 
the County Jalil, still unswervingly 
sticks to the story that he is in no wise 
responsible for the death of his wife, 
and seems confident that he will be 
euccersful in establishing his innocence. 

Tintil the trial of the case, this uncer- 
tainty as to the exact means by which 
Mrs. Aguilar was burned, will probably 
not be known. 

There is algo a story to the effect that 
Mrs. Aguilar made the horrible charge 
against her husband in a spirit of re- 
venge. and an effort will be made to 
show this fact.

Sevcral days ago a brief Associated 
Prees dispatch from Indianapolis, pub- 
lished in The Times, announced that 
Rt. B. F. Peirce of that city, known 
here in connection with the sale of the 
waterworks, hal been indicted by the 
Federal grand jury, in connection with 
the failure of the Indianapolis National 
Bank, of which he was a director. An 
Indianapolis especial to the Chicago 
Herald gives the following details: 

“Tt develops tonignt that R. B. P. 
Peirce, one of the best-known business 
men in this city, and well known in 
this and other,.States as a railroad at- 
torney, has beey indicted by the Fed- 
elal grand jury in connection with the 
failure of the Indianapolis National 
Bank. Peiree is @ director in the bank, 
and has been more or less intimately 
ccennected with its management, having 
been one of the two resident directors, 
and having signed reports to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency regarding the 
bank’s status. The indictment chargas 
him, in one count, with making false 
and fraudulent reports of the condition 
of the bank, and with falsely ewearing 


ing conepired with Haughey to violate 
the law by borrowing from the bank 
more than 10 per cent. of its capital 
stock, as president of the National 
Headlighi Company. Peirce has long 
been prominent in this State as a cap- 
italist and railroad attorney. He Was 
once president of the Indianapolis, De- 
catur an Springfield Railroad, in 
vhich he Owned a large amount of 
stock, and is now one of the trustees 
of the mortgage bondholders of that 
road. He was elected to Congress from 
this district a number of yenrs ago, 
and has been prominent in political cir- 
cles for many years.

The Man Supposed to Be Wanted by Placer

Yesterday morning as Mounted O%- 
cer Woodward was riding along Myrtle 
avenue at about 3:15 o'clock he was 
met by a man and woman who ap- 
peared to be greatly excited over 
Something, and he stopped to inquire 
what was the matter.

The Ground on Which 
Mrs. Hamilton 


Asks for a Divorce from Her 
Husband. 
a 
Sensational Charges Made by Both 
Parties, 


A Peculiar Case Before Judge Shaw—Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings to Get Posses- 
sion of a Wife and Child, . 
Court Notes. j 


The contested divorce suit of Ade- 
laide E. Hamilton against Sam Hamil- 
ton, the attorney of this city, occupied 
the attention of Judge Van Dyke, in 
Department Four yesterday, but was 
not concluded, and will be taken up 
again today. 

The case is one of mutual recrimina- 
tion, each of the parties having ‘raked 
up old scores’’ against the other for the 
purpose of securing the coveted decree, 
severing the galling bonds of matri- 
mony which have yoked them together 
for the past twenty years, they having 
been wedded on August 24, 1873. ~ 

The plaintiff, a strikingly handsome 
brunette, applied for the divorce on the 
ground of extreme cruelty, and related 
au number of thrilling incidents, which 
had occurred during the past two 
years, in support of her claim. Upon 
one occasion, she testified, her husband 
grossly insulted and abused her, call- 
ing her ‘a hell-cat, just like your 
mother,” and, after almost choking her 
tu death, struck, bruised and hurt her 
severely. In April last she alleged that 
he violently assaulted her again, and, 
in order to escape from him, she 
climbed out onto the window-sill of her 
bedroom. While she was in this dan- 
serous position her husband caught 


~ hold of her feet and tried to pull her | 
' forcibly into the room, Failing in this, 


he then attempted to push’ her off the 
sill bodily, and, as a last resort, 
slammed the lower sash of the window 
‘down upon her fingers, seriously hurt- 
ing them. 

Hamilton, on the other hand, accuses 
his wife of habitual drunkenness; and 
in his cross-complaint sets forth a 
number of unpleasant domestic brawls, 
in all of which, of course, his wife was 
the aggressor, in order. to show that the 
cruelty, if any, was upon her side. He 
even goes so far as to allege that his 
wife, in May last, procured the assist- 
ance of one Ed Mellus and a woman 
named Josephine Sorano, and beat him 
S0 severely as to break one of his ribs. 

There are ten minor children as the 
issue of their marriage, and the plain- 
tiff seeks to obtain their custody, per- 
manent alimony and certain property on 
Los Angeles street and in the Huber 
tract, which belonged to her before her 
marriage. 4 

A touching incident of the trial was 
the examination by the court of Weta 
Gertrude Hamilton, a bright child of 
12, who testified hesitatingly to the un- 
pleasant scenes she had witnessed be- 
tween her parents, both of whom were 
excluded from the courtroom while she 
was on the witness stand. 

GOT HIS WIFE. 

A ease of a pecullar but interesting 
nature came up for hearing before 
Judge Shaw, in Department Five yes- 
terday afternoon. Charles Buthman, a 
young painter, applied through the me- 
dium of habeas corpus proceedings for 
the custody of his wife and twelve- 
months-old baby, whom, he alleged, 
were being forcibly restrained of their 
liberty by D. E. Turner and wife, the 
parents of his wife, who reside at No. 
458 Grand avenue. 

A number of witnesses were exam- 
ined upon both sides, and from their 
testimony it was evident that the case 
was so palpably one of pure, unadul- 
terated prejudice—so much so, in fact. 
that Judge Shaw curtailed the proceed- 
ings by taking the matter into his own 
hands and summarily disposing of it 
by granting the petition. 

It was shown chat Buthman and his 
wife, a simple-minded creature, had 
lived with the latter’s parents, the 
Turners for some time, but finally 
moved into apartments at No. 236% 
South Spring street. Owing to a streak 
of ill luck Buthman failed to obtain 
employment, whereupon the Turners 
used their parental authority and in- 
fluence and induced Mrs. Buthman to 
leave her husband and return to their 
home. Buthman, on learning of this, 
threatened to lock his wife out of their 
rooms if she went away with her par- 
ents; but, in spite of this threat, she 
accompanied them home, taking the 
baby with her. Buthman then went to 
his father-in-law’s house to see his 
wife, but was refused admittance, much 
to his surprise; nor would Turner al- 
low him to see the child, when he de- 
manded his right as a father to do so. 
Turner accused him of cruelty and neg- 
lect,.and told him to seek relief in the 
courts. 

Turner, an elderly individual, con- 
ducted his own side of the case in an 
impressively unctuous style, which was 
very amusing for a time; but, in his 
eagerness to influence the court in his 
favor, he made the fatal error of over- 
looking the fact that justice is prover- 
bially blind, and as a matter of conse- 
quence he was sternly rebuked by 
Judge Shaw. 

In summing the matter up, the court 
said it was a nt that the father 
and mother of Mrs. Buthman had pre- 
vented her from returning to her hus- 
band without sufficient cause therefor, 
und that, had they not interfered, she 
would have returned long ago. It was 
therefore adjudged that the petition 
for the writ be granted, and the re- 
spondents were ordered not. to inter- 
fere, either directly or indirectly, be- 
tween Buthman and his wife. 


A VERDICT OF ACQUITTAL. 


In Department One yesterday Her- 
man .Nicholgon, a burly young German, 
uppeared before Judge Smith and a 
jury to answer to the charge of em- 
bezzlement, preferred against him by 
A. F. McPhail of Santa Barbara. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were: J. T. Bangham, A. J. Bartlett, 
J. F. Branch, J. Bothwell, R. A. Burk, 
H. O. Gates, L. A. Holcomb, J. B. Mc- 
Comb, W. J. Magee, A. Merriam, D. 
Penman’and F. Slaughter. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Deputy District Attorney Dupuy, while 
the defendant’s interests were looked 
after by Walter Farrell, Esq. 

It was shown for the prosecution that 
Nicholson, while acting as 
obtained 


52 from J. G. Stich, 
No. 713 San Julien street, and ap- 


propriated the money to his own use,® 


on July 20 last. McPhail, who conducts 
a transfer business in Santa Barbara, 
sent Nicholeon out in May last with a 


band of horses and an outfit, the under- | 


standing being that Nicholson was to 
sell them on CcOmmission at the best 
prices obtainable in this section of the 
State. Nicholson accordingly came 
down here and made his headquarters 
in this city, but traveled to various 
towns in the vicinity. Among other 
things, he disposed of a wagon to Stich 
for $52, and it was claimed that he 
appropriated this money to his own use. 

For the defense, it was shown that 
. Nicholson got out of ready money for 
expenses, and pending the receipt of 
the reply to a written request to Mc- 
Phail for funds, he pledged a horse with 
gp liveryman at San Bernardino for $30,

in order to proceed. After the sale of 
the wagon he applied the $52 obtained 
from it, to redeeming the horse and 
paying off other debts he had con- 
tracted, and so notified his principal, 
McPhail. 

In view of these facts, the jury to 
whom the matter was submitted at 5:10 
o'clock, returned a verdict of acquittal 
two hours later, and Nicholson was 
thereupon discharged. 

SUPREME COURT OPINION. 

The judgment of the Superior Court 
of San Luis Obispo county, in the case 
of Dawson Lowe et al. (respondents) 
vs. C. L. Woods et al. (appellants) an 
action brought by Jivery and feed-stable 
keepers, to foreclose a lein upon a 
horse for the feeding of the animal, 
has been reversed by the Supreme 
Court, and the cause remanded for a 
new trial, an opinion to that effect 
having been received by Deputy Clerk 
Sesnon yesterday for filing in this city. 

The facts in the case are as follows: 
The horse was placed by the defendant, 
Woods, in the charge of plaintiffs, he 


agreeing to pay the sum of $20 per. 


month for its care and feed. At that 
time he was in possession under a con- 
tract of purchase from the true owner, 
the defendant, Adams, thé agreement 
between them being that Woods should 
have the use of the horse and feed and 
care for it, but that the title should 
remain in Adams’s name until the pur- 
chase price was paid, which.event never 
came to pass. 

It was further expressly stipulated 
that Woods should keep the horse with- 
out cost or expense to Adams, and that 
upon his failure to pay the amount 
stipulated, it sh« uld be redelivered with- 
out cost or expense. The appeal was 
prosecuted by Adams from a judgment 
foreclosing ‘the lien, and ordering a sale 
of the horse. The court holds that 
since Adams was the owner of the 
animal when Woods placed it in plaint- 
iff’s custody, to take the former's prop- 
erty and apply. it to Woods’ debt would 
be violative of the fundamental prin- 
cipal of the law that no man’s prop- 
erty can be taken from him without 
his consent.

In Department One yesterday morn- 
ing, Juage Smith rearraigued A. Fail- 
ing upon the charge of wvurglary, pre- 
ferred against him, and aliowed the 
defendant until Monday morning next 
in which to plead thereto. 

George Craig appeared before Judge 
Smith at noon yesterday with his coun- 
sel, and app.ied for his rélease from 
the County Jail, through the medium 
of habeas corpus proceedings, upon the 
ground that he was illegully res.rained, 
but the Court denied his petition, and 
remanded the prisoner, who based his 
claim for freedom upon the fact that 
ony one of his bondsmen had surren- 
dered him to the Sheriff. 

Judge Clark yesterday ordered a stay 
of execution in the appeal case of J. A. 
Slosson vs. L. Labory, for ten days; 
and in that of W. E. Cox vs. the Los 
Angeles Terminal Railway Company, 
until the motion for a new trial pend- 
ing. therein shall-have been disposed 
of. In the same court, the case of W. 
H. Toler vs. 8. E. Lucas was dismissed, 
upon motion of the plaintiff, without 
prejudice. 

In the Probate Court, yesterday morn- 
ing, Judge Clark transacted the foilow- 
ing business: Estate of P. Montagno, 
deceased, final account of administra- 
tor allowed; estate, etc., of the Thomp- 
son minors, leave granted to F. R. 
Willis, guardian, to sell realty, $4000 
additional bond required; estate of 
John H. Mills, deceased, leave granted 
to executrix to sell personal property;

H. G. de Long, argument on the de- 
murrer to the indictment was yester- 
day argued, and the matter submitted 
before Judge Ross, in the United States 
District Court.

How Shall the Game Law Be

It is Charged as @ Crime to Sell Imported 
Deer Meat During the Closed Sea- 
son in This State—Lengthy 
Argument. 


The afternoon yesterday in Justice 
Seaman’s department of the Polive 
Court was taken up with argument in 
the case of the People vs. Simon Maier, 
with Deputy District Attorney 
Conklin for th® prosecution, and 
Ww. J. Hunsaker, Esq., repre- 
senting the defense. The case is 
an important one, inasmuch as a final 
decision in it will have the effect of 
settling a auestion about which there 
has heretofore been considerable doubt. 

Mr. Maier is a wholesale and retail 
butcher. and in the course of his busi- 
ness has all along sold fresh deer 
meat to his customers whenever that 
delicacy could be procured. It hap- 
pened that about a week ago he re- 
ceived a supply of venison, and offered 
it for sale. As this is the closed sea- 
son for killing deer in California, a 
complaint was sworn out against Mr. 
Maier for violation of the game laws. 

In the course of the trial it was 
proven that the meat was shipped to 
Mr. Maier from Texas, where the kill- 
ing of deer is not at present prohib- 
ited, but the prosecution maintained 
that a correct construction of the law 
implied that no deer meat, imported or 
not. could be sold within the limits of 
the State while the local law was in 
force. Many Supnreme Court decisions 
were cited in support of the opposing 
contentions, it being firally ordered by 
the court that the matter be taken 
under advisement until Tuesday next, 
when a decision will be rendered. -

Crovs and Markets. 

The weather during the past week 
Mias been remarkably warm. In some 
gBections there have been dry desert 
winds, which have rapidly taken the 
moisture from the soil. Rains are 
needed, so as to enable farmers to com- 
mence their winter work. Most farm- 
ers are waiting for rain to commence 
plowing. 

°. The attention of growers and deal- 
ers is now directed to the orange crop, 
which is ripening rapidly. It is un- 
derstood that the crop generally is 
earlier than last year, but shipments 
are not earlier. One of the leading 
commission-houses shipped oranges last 
year on November 27, and has not yet 
shipped any this year. This is chiefly 
owing to the condition of the markets 


in the East. Eastern houses are slow 
in ordering. There is considerable un- 
<eertainty in the market as to what 


the immediate effect of the orange- 
growers’ combination will be, to which 
subject reference is made in another 
‘article. At an auction @ale of Florida 
oranges in Chicago on November 27, re- 
markably low prices were realized, 
running from 60 cents to $1 a box. 
fore attaching much weight to this 
sale, however, it will be necessary to 
learn the conditions which produced 
such poor results. The fruit may have 
been in poor condition, or the market 
nay have been temporarily demoral- 
_Azed whefi the oranges were offered for 
sale. 

’ Business in dried fruits continues 
alow, and most growers are holding 
their crops for an improvement in the 
market. 

’ Vegetables are going forward rapidly 
from this section in  carload lots, 
especially cabbages, cauliflower and 
eelery, also a few onions. The winter 
vegetable business is becoming more 
important from year to year, and will 
undoubtedly show a yet more rapid 
growth as soon as the railroads see 
their way to further reduce the freight 
charges. The Santa Fe Railway, in 
connection with the Southern Cali- 
fornia road, has just inaugurated a 
hew system which will be of great 
benefit to our truck-gardeners. These 
vompanies will start a vegetable freight 
service from ‘here to Chicago, via Kan- 
One or more cars, or as 
many as may be found necessary, will 
leave Los Angeles every Friday, at- 
tached to passenger trains. The com- 
pany will provide the ice for refrigera- 
tion and all other conveniences, and 
the market gardeners will be permitted 
to club together to fill up one or-more 
cars. In this way. the shipment of 
cauliflowers, cabbages, celery, straw- 
Berries, green peas and other products 


Eastern market without the obligation 
resting on a single shipper to furnish 
a whole carload. The rate is neces- 
sarily high—$2.50 a hundred—equiva- 
lent to $5000 for a carload of ten tons. 


This, however, is a rate which such | 


crops can afford to pay when they 
reach the Eastern markets at the right 
time. Southern California vegetables 
afe earning a name ail through the 
Western part of the United States, as 
far away as Minneapolis. As showing 
the extensive market which exists for 
this crop, it may be mentioned that 
one Kansas City firm ordered five car- 
loads of celery for Thanksgiving. The 
early vegetables along the Cahuenga 
Valley are coming up nicely and prom- 
ige a good crop. 

Considerable suspicion exists among 
farmers throughout the country as to 


the correctness of recent government. 
estimates of the wheat crop, and much | 


dissatisfaction has been expressed on 
the subject. The San Francisco Call 
refers to this matter as follows: 
suspicions now thrown upon the 
government reports have naturally 
created an uneasy feeling. People are 
usking what is the use of an agricul- 
tural bureau if year after year its es- 
timates are blundering or deceptive? 
Allowance must. of course, be made 
fer occasional errors in a work of such 
magnitude as the collection of crop 
prospects from all portions of the 
United States: but where the errors 
amount to one-eighth or one-tenth of 
the crop, they go far to neutralize the 
value of the work altogether. If the 
bureau estimates are not oftener right 
than the 
their utility becomes problematical. 
When the system of monthly reports 
was first instituted, experts questioned 
whether it would prove practically use- 
ful. We had. some experience in this 
State of the difficulty of reckoning up 
the volume of a growing crop. Whgre 
the reckoning was to embrace a con- 
tinent the task seemed prodigious. So 
far as mischievous results of bureau 
blunders are concerned, that need 
cause no distress: the bulls and the 
bears must take care of themselves; 
they will learn by experience to take 
th government reports for what they 
are worth. But erroneous estimates, 
such as the one of last year’s surplus, 
seem io be trifling with the public.” 


A Test Case. 

A suit of great importance to fruit- 
growers has been commenced in the 
Superior Court of Riverside county. 
The action is brought by two orange- 
growers to restrain the Horticultural 
Commi@ion of Riverside county from 
spraying or fumigating trees in the or- 
chards of the plaintiffs. Thisis in the 
mature of a test case, to determine the 
pewer of the county supervisors: in 
making laws for the eradication of in- 
g@ct pests. If any fruit-grower has the 
poWer to deny tothe commissioner the 
right of spraying or fumigating his 
trees, then the present law becomes a 
Zarce, and will have to be abandoned, 
It is true that many trees have been in-

Thesescale bugs 
are not difficult to keep in check, if they 
are attacked at the outset, but, like an 
epidemic of cholera or smallpox, it is 
almost impossible to cope with them 
once they are spread throughout a large 
area of country. 


Marketing the Orange Crop. 

We publish this week an article by 
an orange-grower on ,“‘How: to Market 
the Orange Crop.” The writer of the 
article states that the movement is 
now assured and practically formed, 
and seems to be gathering stability. He 
further states that some of the orange- 
buyers have already recognized the 
force of this movement, and are ready 
to negotiate for their fruit upon the 
basis outlined by the growers. The 
writer also expresses the hope that 
those who still antagonize the move- 
ment may yet conclude to withdraw 
their opposition and let the growers 
have an opportunity to demonstrate 
the wisdom or folly of this attempt to 
solve the problem of marketing the. or- 
ange crop. Should these men, however, 
continue their opposition, this grower 
intimates that the orange-growers will 


they will permit their fruit to be used 
for the purpose of defcating a move- 
ment which they consider so vital to 
their interest. 

The importance of the orange indus- 
try to Southern/California cannot be 
overestimated. Every man who is en- 


gaged in this business in this section is 
interested in the question, whether the , 
orange-growers shall or shall not. make 
a good profit on the 7900 carloads, more | 
or less, of oranges which will be shipped 
this season. Why, just look at it! A 
difference of only 10 cents a box on 
these 7000 carloads makes a difference 
of $210,000 in the receipts of the grow- 
ers—$210,000.more to. be spent for dry 
goods, and groceries, and clothing, and 
furniture, and pianos, and. everything 
else that a Southern California family 


luxuries. Therefore, we say that every 
business man in this séction, from 
Santa Barbara to San Diego, is directly 
interested in the success of this great 
industry. More than that, we will un- 
dertake to assert that the commission 
men themselves are also greatly inter- 


ested in the successful marketing of 
the orange crop. Should the growers. 
become permanently disgusted and turn 
to some other branch of horticulture, 
where would the shippers be? Of 
course, it would be easier for them to 
pull up stakes or change the character 
of their business than for the growers 


money in making connections through- 
out the country, and it would cost them 
considerable time and money making 
changes in the character or location of 
their business. For this reason, we 
have never been able to clearly under- 
stand what object the middlemen could 
have in attempting to kill the goose 
which has laid for them so many golden 
eggs, and which promises to dd much 
more in the near future. 
However, the growers will not, of 
course, waste any time in theorizing 
upon the motives which have actuated 
the commission men, or upon what 
course they will attempt to pursue, ex- 
cept insofar as that course may be in 
conflict with the interests of the grow- 
ers. What they have to do isto at- 
tempt to market those 7000 carloads of 
oranges, more or less, at figures that 
will yield them a fair and reasonable 
profit for their expenditure of time and 
money.in purchasing high-priced land 
and trees and planting, cultivating, irri- 
gating, fertilizing, fighting bugs and 
bug professors, and frost, and waiting 
patiently through good and bad seasons 
until such time as their trees begin to 
yield their golden crop. The task 
which the orange-growers have set 
themselves is no light one. We be- 
lieve that the more experienced men 
among them fully realize the fact, and 
if sonfe of the less experienced and 
more enthusiastic do not they are 
likely to find it out before the season 
is over. If the people of the United 
States had to depend upon Southern 
California entirely for their oranges, 


_ the problem would be a very easy one. 
All that the growers would then have 


to do would be, as soon as the crop 
was ripe, to send out notices to the 
buyers informing them that they (the 
growers) were Yeady to receive bids 
upon the fruit on the trees. Unfor- 
tunately, however, such is not the 
case. The competition of other orange- 
growing sections for the trade of 
this country is large, and is steadily 
growing. The Florida crop is rapidly 
assuming immense proportions. Some 
have placed the crop of this season as 
high as 20,000 carloads. But even sup- 
posing that it only amounts to half 
of this that would still be 50 per cent. 
more than the crop of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The Florida growers have the 
great advantage of very cheap rail 
and water rates to the great centers 
of population in the Eastern States. 
The difference~in freight charges to 
the Florida and the California grower 
is a handsome profit; in fact,.a larger 
net profit than many of our growers 
have made for several seasons past. 
As to the quality of the oranges, while 
the Florida fruit is much too watery 
for the California palate, it is a fact 
that there are many people in the Kast 
who prefer them to ours. Probably, if 
they could taste same first-class Cali- 
fornia fruit, they would change their 
opinion, but this education has to be 
carried on by our growers. Formerly 
‘it was the case that the Florida fruit 
Was oul of’ the market before Califor- 
nia oranges came in, but of late the 
Flor ‘Have been ing 
“their crop so that it has come into di- 


|} entertain the belief that as soon as this 


there is the product of Sonora and | 


Louisiana, which will soon become 
quite a factor in the United States 
market. It will be but very few years 
before these orange-growing. sections 
supply at least the South and South- 
west. On the other hand. the 
Pacific Coast market, from Tehachepi 
to Alaska, will very soon be supplied 
from the orange groves of Central and 
Southern California. Some very fine 
fruit—both navels and seedlings—was 
shown in Los Angeles this week by 
a grower from Porterville, in Tulare 
county, who came to: hire hands to 
pack and ship eight carloads from 
his grove. It will be remembered by 
our readers that .Porterville took the 
first premium for seedling oranges at 
the citrus fair in Los Angeles, two 
years ago. Last, but not least, in 
the line of competition which our grow- 
ers have to meet, are the importations 
from the south of Europe, which can 
be made great or small, according to 
the prices which’ rule here. 

Whenever the Eastern buyer thinks 
that California oranges are too expen- 
sive, all he has to do is to telegraph 
to Europe and get several thousand 
boxes of Messina oranges by steamer 
within a couple of weeks. The fruit is 
very low, and the cheap kbor of Eu- 
rope more than makes up for the 


small duty which has hitherto been im-. 


pueeg.' * 

It will, therefore, readily be seen that 
the task of searching out and finding 
profitable raarkets under these condi- 
tions, is, as we have stated, not a light 
cne. The growers must remember that 
the mere act of combining on their part 
will not necessarily create new mar- 
kets, or improve those’ markets which 
at present exist, any more than a 


change of kame from a monarchy to 


a republic necessarily confers greate 
liberty upon a people. ) 

The Times does not state these focts 
with the view of discouraging the or- 
ange growers in their efforts to market 
their valuable’crop at a profit. We be- 
heve that there is sufficient intelli- 
gence and. perseverance among the or- 
ange-growers of Southern California to 
successfully cope with this preblem, if 
they will only stand united, and not 
expect too much at the start, but to 
have a good chance of success they 
must recognize the extent of the diffi- 
culties with which they have to con- 
tend. To underestimate the strength of 
the enemy, is a frequent cause of de- 
feat in battle. We are constrained 
to make these remarks for. the reason 
that: there is a considerahle minority 
of the crangt-growers who appear to

is just these who will be the first to

the movement if they do not receive high 
prices for their first shipments, what- 
ever the state of the market may be. 
The orange-growers should not be dis- 
couraged, if they accomplish little or 
nething tHe first season, beyond per- 
fecting their organization, and mak- 
ing arrangements to connect with the 
leading markets of the country. Then, 
after a few years, they may look for 
satisfactory results, provided they. stick 
together and do not expect the leaders 


of supply and demand, or to create a 
market where none can exist. . J 
Marketing the Orange Crop. 
The following communication on this 
subject has been received from an or- 
ange-grower: 
‘This problem seems to be in a fair 
way of solution. The effort on the part 
of the growers to correct existing evils 
in marketing the product is now assum- 
ing a practical business torm, and 
seems to be gathering to itself the ele- 
ment of stability and the most flatter- 
ing prospects of success. Practical 
men in the manipulation of fruit prod- 
ucts not ouly recognize the magnitude 
ofits proportions, but also the more im- 
portant fact that experience and busi- 
ness ability are beginning to develop 
and ficure as prominent factors in the 
proposition. As the plan unfolds it 
seems to command the attention and 
indorsement of thoughtful and practical 
mén to a remarkable degree, as they re- 
alize the fact that business methods are 
to be substituted for the faulty and dis- 
astrous methods of the past. 7 
‘Some of the more considerate and 
conservative firms of fruit-shippers 
have already announced to the trade 
that they have abandoned the field and 
do not propose to stand in the way of a 
reformation so vital to the maintenance 
of this splendid industry. Others, in 
recognition of the full force of the 
movement, are ready to assume friendly 


| relations, and will negotiate for supplies 


upon the basis as outlined by the grow- 
ers. This will reduce the number of ship- 
pers who propose to antagonize the 
movementto so small a number that the 
projectors are now hopeful that even 
these will yet conclude to withdraw 
and permit.conditions to obtain that 
must result in greatly benefiting all par- 
ties in interést. It is to be hoped that 
these more weighty considerations will 
prevail and afford. an opportunity: to 
demonstrate the wisdom or folly of this 
attempt on the part of the growers to 
solve the problem of marketing the or- 
ange crop.. Of course, if this unfriendly 
attitude on the part of shippers is 
maintained, general and widespread at- 
tention will be directed to this phase 
of the guestion, and interest will center 
iu determining the extent to which the 
growers will permit their fruit to be 
used for the purpose of defeating a 
movement which is conceded to be so 
vital to the future prosperity and devel- 
opment of Southern California. So far 
the growers have not manifested a dis- 
position to negotiate in this direction, 
and itis now thought that the sober 
second thought of the intelligent grow- 
ers who have not so far identified them- 
selves with this movement, will so as- 
sert itself that the coming crop will 
be practically under the contro! of the 
organization, 

“The attitude of The Times toward 
this movement has been friendly from

Reported Success of Parasites. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 3, 1893.—(To 
the Editor of The Times.) The reports 
of the special agents, Messrs. Coquillett 
and Koebele, have now been published 
by the United States Departmen: of Ag- 
riculture and form in their simplicity a 
strange contrast to the many garbled 
and biased accounts we have been lately 
‘honored with. 

Prof. Coquillett's report is limited to 
the orchards in and around Los Angeles 
where he had liberated the various par- 
asites, and with possibly one or two ex- 
ceptions all have failed to establish 
themselves except orcus chalybeus, the 
success of which your readers are al- 
ready acquainted with. 

Mr. Koebele has inspected the field of 
contention at Mr. Cooper’s ranch at 
Santa Barbara, and makes the follow- 
ing report: 

‘*Orcus Australasiae was present in 
large numbers and feeding on the olive 
scale, and mightbe advantageously in- 
troduced onthe red scale. Orhuschaly- 
beus, though abundant there in Sep- 
tember, 1892, had apparently disap- 
peared. 

*“Rhizobinus ventralis has increased 
till there are now millions of them feed- 
ing on the scale, and in a few weeks he 
expects the orchard will be entirely 


cleaned. R. debilis has not increased 


so rapidly as the last, and but little can 
be said aboutit. Of R. satellus, though 
thousands wére liberated, none appar- 
ently sound were to be seen, and the 
same observation holds good with the 
thalpochares.”’ 

These reports are seemingly quite en- 
couraging, and, on the principle that 
it never rains but it pours, the welcome 
news comes from France that Dr. Rou- 
zand of Montpellier has, after an ex- 
tended-examination, definitely ascer- 
tained that the black scale in Southern 
Europe is effectually kept in check by a 
moth scientifically known as erastria 
scitula. The larvae of this moth eats 
freely of the black scale, and so rapidly 

produces -five 


cessive annual generations. 
_* Dr. Rouzand has kindly offered his aid 
in transporting these insects to Califor- 
nia, and the Department of Agriculture 
at Washington has accepted the offer 
and is making arrangements to have 
the method attempted on quite an ex- 
tensive scale. 

As the climate of southern Europe 
somewhat closely resembles that of 
Southern California, in many particu- 


lars, we may look forward to their in- 
troduction with the assurance that suc- 
cess will result.

Muntz, of the Parisian Academy of 
Sciences, has recently directed-atten- 
tion to the value of vine leaves for fod- 
der. The cattle eat it with avidity, 
whether green or dry, and its nutritive. 
properties are approximately those of 
lucerne (alfalfa.) Whenit is further 
considered that an acre of vineyard 
yields from 3000 to 5000 pounds of 
dry leaf, it will be easily seen that in a 
year of poor hay crops, like this pres- 
ent, it would be a serious economical er- 
ror to allow so important, an item of 
fodder to fall unutilized. 


Education of Young Horses. 

(Pacific Rural Press:) well-* 
known trainer, John Splan, after his 
return from Vienna, where he had 
taken a consignment of American 
horses. said of the Austrian hosemen: 
. “There is a thoroughness about their 
methods that is entirely lacking here. 
When a man has talked or written 
here during the past few years about 
breeding and breaking road records, the 
reply has always been: ‘Oh, life is too 
short to bother five or six years over a 
horse.’ and this has been the character- 
istic feeling all through in regard to 
the business of breeding.’ Aside from 
speed. our horses bear no comparison 
to. those I saw in Vienna,” said Mr. 
Splan, “and during all my stay I did not 
see a horse wearing a checkrein, nor yet 
one with a curb; in fact, I never saw 
such a high average of soundness, and 
yet horses are as plentiful as the leaves 
in the forest. and I believe there are 
four times as many horses in Vienna 
as in any place in this country of the 
population, not excenting Ken- 
“Every horse is bred or educated for 
a special purpose,” continued Mr. 
Splan, “and the time spent in the edu- 
cation would astonish a breeder here. 
As a result, they not only’ breed fine 
horses, but they are perfectly broken 
and educated in this manner, and the 
hizhest excellence is attained. I can 
almost tell what use. horse is de- 
gy for in Vienna the moment I see 
im,”’ said Mr. Splan; “‘even the tram 
or street car horses are-a distinct type, 
and an excellent type, too.” 
~ Commenting upon the above, J. Cc. 
Underhill writes for the Country Gen- 
tleman in this Suggestive way: 

The reader can see -from ‘the above 
that in Europe horses are bred for a 
special purpose. and breeders here 
should understand that this is the only 
course that promises success. If a 


farmer likes 
handling. horses, and has a 


training youn 
let him bee x horses, by all means 


. ed light-harness horses. No 
ranch of farming offers better induce- 
ments for profit, or is productive of 
more real pleasure. 

€ range of harness horses covers 
many types. If a breeder finds -he has 
no taste for the trotters, but likes a 
showy outfit, let him breed’ the hack- 
ney type. No line is more remunera- 
tive, and such horses are broken und 
fitted for market at one-half the labor 
and expense that must attend the 
breaking and training of trotters. The 
time has passed when a trotter can be 
Sold on his pedigree;,the first question 
a buyer asks now is: ‘‘What can you 
show?” This is the all-important ques- 
tion, and the breeder that is’ not will- 
ing to develop every colt he breeds Can 
Scarcely hope for success. 

There is an old saying that “well be- 
gun is’ half done,” and in nothing is 
this more true than in -breeding.. One 
great fault and source. of failure has 
been the hap-hazard methods pursued 
by our breeders of light-harness horses. 
Breed for a special type. By following 
this course success is assured, and to 
deviate from it is almost to invite 
failure. 

When you have produced the type of 
horse, the next important thing is the 
education. Readers will note what Mr. 
Splan says about the th hness of 
education. Here is a point wherein 


So many of our breeders, large, an 


suc- 


Or tact for breaking and } 


small, fail. The. man, who. breeds .ex- 


cation in the hands of his employees, 
but it is to the large class Of the small 
breeders that I speak and urge upon 
them more thorough methods. Do not 
produce an inferior colt, if possible to 
avoid it. Have done with cheap stal- 
lions or those having défects that, if 
transmitted, are fatal to the highest 
Success. If you have not sufficient in- 
terest or information to know just the 
ideal points you wish to produce, do 
not breed at all. There will be ‘‘misses’’ 
enough when every precaution has been 
taken. 

Again, when a man has produced a 
really high-class colt, he feels more 
interest in the development, and one 
will always find the most promising 
youngsters getting the most attention. 
What greater pleasure to a breeder 
than to watch the high-bred colt ma- 
ture, and when the proper age _ is 
reached to begin the education and 
watch the advancement cf the pupil 
day by day? Speaking from experience, 
I know my greatest pleasure-is found 
behind my youngsters on these clear, 
crisp, autumn mornings, when the colts 
seem to have new life and added vigor, 
and step away so carefully compared 
to their actions during the heat of 
summer. This is the ideal time to 
make speed with the colts, and it is 
also a season when farmers, as a rule, 
have leisure to devote to handling their 
horses. 

I believe a man can “make speed’ 
and* teach young horses good road 
habits at the same time. I also be- 
lieve a man can develop speed and 
bring a colt to that point where*an ex- 
pert can form an intelligent opinion and 
buy accordingly, without the advantage 
of the track. Of course a track is 
better, and I should greatly appreciate 
having one on my farm, but I have not, 
and many readers are situated in the 
same way. I use a smooth stretch of 
road for speeding, having measured 660 
feet, or one-eighth of a mile, and by 
carrying my timing watch I can tell 
accurately how fast a horse is trotting. 
Probably every reader of these lines 
has access to some smooth stretch of 
good road for at least that distance, 
and if a quarter of a mile can be meas- 
ured off so much the better, although 
an eighth is far enough to speed a colt 
until enough speed has ben made to 
cover it at a 2:40 gait, and when a 
youngster reaches that, with moderate 
handling, you are sure of a trotter. 

I may as well right here that 
nothing can be accomplished in the way 
of making speed until a colt is bal- 
anced. I know many readers that have 
been accustomed to sending horses to 
the shop and having atmost any kind 
or weight of shoe put on, will think this 
statement bordering on fastidiousness, 
but it is not. It is simply impossible 
for a horse to trot fast when he is out 
of balance and when every effort and 
movement is not true as the beat of a 
watch. If any reader doubts this let him 
test the subject for himself, and after 
he has wasted enough time trying to 
get some unbalanced colt or even a 
horse to trot, he will be convinced that 
the statement is correct. 

There seems to be no rule applicable 
to all horses. It is purely a matter of 
experiment, which, of course, must be 
guided by judgment and some knowl- 
edge of the business, Even the pure- 
gaited colt is often as troublesome to 
balance as one having a mixed gait, 
but, as a rule, the purer the trotting 
gait, bred or inherited, the easier will 
the youngster be balanced and taught 
to trot. The weight gegen to bal- 
ance a mixed-gait colt or horse is apt 
to prove trying to the legs. Directum, 
the famous four-year-old, with a record 
of 2:06%, wore a sixteen-oynce shoe and 
a four-ounce weight on each front foot 
to balance him when his training be- 
gan, but this year he is wearing only 
a plain twelve-ounce shoe. The weight, 
however, made one ‘leg “ailing’’ during 
his hard campaign as a three-year-old, 
and it still bothers him at times. Billy 
Wilton, 2:20, trained and driven by the 
owner’s son, wears only a four-ounce 
plate on each foot.. making the four 
shoes weigh but one pound. On the 
other hand, the well-known trainer, 
Horace Brown, once teld me of a young 
horse he trained ghat nearly drove him 
to desperation before he succeeded in 
getting him balanced. last,” said 
Mr. Brown, “when I had thirty-two 
ounces on each front foot and eight 
ounces on each foot behind, his action 
was as pure as rippling water and he 
was a trotter.”” Mr. Brown, by the 
way, gave the horse a record of 2:26%4. 
I mention these facts to show readers 
the wide range that has been found 
necessary to balance horses and enable 
them to trot fast. It would be as im- 
possible for Billy Wilton-to trot in his 
record catrying the thirty-two ounce 
shoes and toe weights, as for the other 
horse to trot wearing the four-ounce 
shoe all around. . 


The Los Angeles County Poultry As- 
sociation has issued its announcement 
and premium list of the fifth annual ex- 
hibition of the association, to be held in 
Los Angeles from January t5 to 20.

Instead of straight rows of coops it ‘is 
designed to arrange the floor plan in 
the shape of a landscape garden, with 
choice ornamental foliage plants, giv- 
ing the whole more the appearance of 
an English poultry park, so pleasantly 
described by Sewell, rather then an 
ordinary poultry show. By arranging 
the coops in irregular lines, and supple- 
menting them with choice festooning, 
bunting, etc., the birds will certainly be 
shown to the best advantage, both. for 
the benefit of the exhibitor and the 
general public. Local poultry men 
snould do their best to make this sho 
a success, | 


Can Poult y Farming Pay? 

(Exchange:) My opinion as tothe 
above question may not be worth much, 
as I have only had three years’ practi- 
cal experience in poultry-keeping, and 
that only inasmall way. But, at the 
same time, having actually done all the 
work myself, I feel 1 am in a position to 


speak confidently upon certain points, 
without which I am certain poultry- 
farming, in the proper sense of the 
term, to a novice would bea miserable 
failure. 

The folowing apply more particu- 
larly to egg production on a farm for 
ordinary market purposes: 

First—An inborn liking for the feath- 
ered tribe and a practical experience of 
detail before commencing in a large 
way.

attention andearly rising indispensa- 


ble. 

_ Third—No lavish expenditure in plant, 
but good, sound, movable houses, well 
ventilated, with dry floors, and shelters 
for bad weather, also peat moss bed- 
ding, and kept thoroughly clean. 

Fourth—Laying bens to be kept in 
flocks of not more than forty, with free 
ranges if possitle. 


°Fitth--Good quality of grain for feed:

tensively must leave the matter of edu- 


ing; and not rubbishy stuff; also sharp 
flint grit a necessity, and laying hens to 
be rather underfed than overfed. 
-Sixth—Fresh blood imperative, and 
no hens kept (unless extra good layers, 
which should always be bred from) more 
than two seasons: old stock to be killed 
off just before moulting. 

Seventh—All young stock required 
should be bred during March, April and 
May, and the different sizes and sexes 
kept separate. 

Kighth—A running stream for drink- 
ing purposes if possible, being a great 
saving of labor; and stagnant watera 
fruitful source of disease. 

The foregoiug heads include a very 
small portion of detail, but, as I hive 
said before, details are best learned by 
experience, and perseverence and ex- 
perience must go together if anyone 
wishes to make poultry-farming a suc- 
cess; and ny answer to the question, 
‘Can poultry-farming pay?’ is: Yes, in 
a moderate way, provided a person has 
experience and will not shirk hard 
work; but no one need expect to make 
a fortune at the business, 


At the recent meeting of the Los An- 
geles County Bee-keepers’ Association, 
in the Chamber of Commerce, several 
applications were made for fhembership 
and a number of new names were added 
to the list. The bee business of South- 
ern California might be made one of the 
most important industries of this sect- 
tion ifthe beemen would combine for 
their own interests and drop sectional 
animosities. As it is, the production of 
honey has not increased as fast as it 
should. It is true that the development 
of the horticultural industry has driven 
the beemen farther back into the moun- 
tains, but there are large areas of bee 
pasture between Santa Barbara and 
San Diego which have not yet been 
utilized, and which for some time to 
come will not be used for any other pur- 
pose. Southern Califorfiia honey al- 


ready has an excellent name throughout 
the Pnited States and even in Europe. 
All that is needed to insure a more ex- 
tensive market is intelligent combina- 
tion among the bee-keepers similar to 
that which is now being inaugurated by 
the orange-growers.

THE MONEY MARKET. 7 
One of the most encouraging features 
of the market is the more liberal supply 
of ‘money. Some agents now report 
that they have more money to loan 
than they can handle. The action of 
the savings banks in paying depositors 
has had a most encouraging effect on 
the money market and has caused 
many who were waiting for high rates 
of interest to loosen their purse-strings. 
A tight money market means a poor 
demand for real estate and vice versa, 
us there are always many people who 
prefer to put their money out on mort- 
gage when they can do so at a good 
rate of interest rather than to invest it 
in ‘property, ‘however safe the invest- 
ment may be. For this reason dealers 
look forward to a steady improvement 
in the market from now on, although 
it is not.expected that the advance will 
be. specially noticeable until after the 
holidays. At the same time, it must 
admitted that there are many de- 
positors who were disappointed when 
they found: that they would have to 
sacrifice their interest to draw their 


money. 

wae OUR EASTERN FRIENDS. 
Bastern people continue to arrive In 
great numbers and all of them agree that 
they are but the vanguard of the army 
which is to follow. The Santa Fe Rail- 
way reports having #auled more house- 
hold goods to Los Angeles during the 
past sixty days than for any like 
period before, even during the height of 
the boom. When people bring their 
household goods with them it is safe 
to infer that they intend to become 
settlers. While they are slow about 
-purchasing, they will gradually come to 
consider in the right light the returns 
which Southern California land ° will 
give here as compared with land in the 
Kast, and they will at last get out of 
the habit of invjdiously comparing the 
prices asked for land in the two sec- 
tions. Of course, on the surface, land 
at $250 an acre is considered a ‘high 
price, but as The Times has frequently 
attempted to show, prices of land are 
relative, as are prices of bonds. Upon 
what is value based? What makes the 
difference between a $400 4 per cent 
government bond and a $100 21% per cent 
government -bond? The difference in 
interest. Just so with land. Southern 
California Jand that will yield a net 
return of $50 an acre is certainly 
cheaper at $100 than Eastern land at 
$25 which will net $8 per acre—a high 
estimate for grain. The average gross 
value of the wheat yield of the United 
States, was for five years recently, $11.08 


be 


per acre. In 1884 the average was only 
$8.38, which. was probably not. much 
more than the cost of production. More- 
over, while the Eastern man has to 
work hard to keep his family on the 
product of a quarter section of land, it 
has been abundantly proved that here 
in Southern’ California a family may 
live comfortably and put money in 
bank on ten acres, properly cultivated. 
Therefore, if a man can-de: better on 
ten acres here than on 160 acres in the 
East, ten acres of Southern California 
land ought to be cheap at ten times 
the price of Eastern land, with our 
climate in the bargain. 

A week or two ago The Times gave 
an instance where two Los Angeles 
men, who planted ten acres of land 
at Azusa, worth $250 an acre, to 
tatoes, will nearly clear the cost of the 
land from a single crop. In the same 
neighborhood, near Covina, there is an 
eighty-acre orange grove, seventy-seven 
acres of which are planted -solid...to 
orange treés seven years old, This 
property was ‘recently appraised for a 
loan at. $80,000. ft could probably ‘be 
bought for $100,000. Now, if a new ar- 
rival from the East were asked to pay 
$100,000, or even $80,000 for eighty acres 
of land, although the:same may be 
covered orange trees, he will, 
nine times out of ten, think it an ex- 
travagant figure. But what are. the 
facts in regard to this. property? Last 
season, which, as we all know, was. a 
most disastrous season for the 
orange-growers, this grove paid the 
owner $13,000 net. It only takes three 
men,to run the orchard, so that, after 
paying all expenses, the returns would 
be over $10,000. which is 10 per cent. 
on $100,000 in one of the worst seasons 
that the orange-growers have ever had. 
With a fair market for oranges, the 
return should be twice as greut, and 
then the trees from now on will in- 
crease their yield. ver¥ ‘rapidly. Cer- 
tainly a property like this, which will 
pay at the very lowest estimate, 10 per 
‘ent. to hegin with, and which can 
ve managed without any trouble on 
the part of the proprietor by hiring a 
capable superintendent, cannot be con- 
sidered otherwise than an Al invest- 
ment.. But all the same,’as every Los 
Angeles real estate agent kfiows, it is 
anything but an easy job ‘tb convince 
new arrivals of these thi Once in 
a while a level-headed and far-sighted 
capitalist comes in-from the East and 
snaps up high-priced but. profitable 
piece of property without hesitation, 
but asa rule the real estate men have 
to fullv earn their commissions when 
making sales of property te newcomers.

Some of the walnut orchards around 
Rivera, which is the center of the wal- 
nut industry in this’ section, have 
yielded profits which compare very fa- 
vorably with the best that has been 
done in the orange-growing line. In se- 
lecting land for walnut-growing, care 
must be taken that water is not too 
near the surface, or the trees will not 
thrive. 
PLENTY OF AGENTS. 

While there are not nearly so many 
real estate firms in Los Angeles as 
there were during the boom, there are 
still enough to “go around,’’ and the 
would-be purchaser does not have to 
inquire his ‘way to the real estate 
offices. There are, in the present 
directory, the names of 231 real estate 
firms in Los Angeles, and sixty-two in 
Pasadena. Some of them have gone 
out of business since the directory has 
been published, but still the number 
is not very far from these figures. It 
certainly seems as if 300 agents ought 
to be able to handle the real estate 
business of the two places, even if 
we get the biggest kind of a boom. In 
point of fact, a majority of these 
people have been living from hand 
to mouth during the past few years, 
and waiting for times to improve. 
Many of them could not have made a 
living at all if they had not eked out 
such little real estate business as they 
have done with insurance, house-rent- 
ing, loaning money and so forth. Mean- 
time, enterprising gentlemen at a dis- 
tance. who may have heard that the 
real estate busin is going to be 
lively in Angeles, and who think 
of coming here to try their luck in that 
line. should understand that there is 
very little room in the profession, even 
“at the top.”’ In this line of business, 
those who have been here for some 
time possess a great advantage over 
new-comers, not only in point of better 
acauaintance with land and values, but 
also in having the confidence of the 
people, ahd confidence goes a long wa 
in the real estate business. :

PASADENA ELECTRIC ROADS. 


It looks now as if Pasadena would 
soon have not only one, but two elec- 
tric roads from this city. One is the 
road from the foot cf the Sierra Madre 
through Los Angeles to the ocean, to 
which: reference has beén made before, 
and the other the enterprise of the Con- 
solidated Electric Company. It is un- 
derstood that both these lines will go 
out by way of the Mission road, the 
difficulties in the way of constructing a 
line up the Arroyo Seco being too great, 
besides which there is the danger of 
bridges being washed away during the 
winter months. It is understood that 
the line which is to be constructed by 
Chicago capitalists will extend out the 
Mission road as far as the Newton 
ranch, this side of Shorb’s, thence on 
to Pasadena and the. foothills, while 


-the Consolidated Company’s line will, 


it is believed, go to. the junction of 
Pasadena avenue and the Mission road, 
and thence to Pasadena through the 
Estudillo ranch and Oak Grove. One 
electric raihway to Pasadena would un- 
doubtedly pay from the start, but in 
case two are constructed, it is difficult 
to see where the profits are to come 
from at present, especially as there 
are already two lines of steam railroad 
between this city and Pasadena, which 
give’ a good service. 


EAST FIRST STREET. 


The question of widening East First 
street, between Main and Los Angeles, 


is to come up again in the Council on 
Monday. The. Times can add nothing 
to what it has already said on the sub- 
ject. Should the movement to widen 
the street from sixty to seventy feet 
fail through, it will be @ serious draw- 
back to all that portion of the city 
oe to have the effect of 
quickening the march of b ' 
southerly direction. 
NEW STREET RAILROADS. 


An encouraging of the improve- 
ment in real estate is afforded by the 
number of new  street-car projects 
which are coming to‘the front. In ad- 
dition to the electric lines above men- 
tioned, and the line from the southern 
city limits, which was referred to last 
week, T. D. Hoskins has applied to the 
Council for a street-railway franchise 
from Third and Main streets to Boyle 
Heights, by way of Santa Fe avenue 
and Ninth street. Mr. Hoskins is the 
inventor of a new vapor-electric engine, 
which has been successfully tried on 
the Main-street line. It is a cheap 
motor, which is especially adapted to 
thinly-settled suburbs. There is a large 
section in the southeastern part of the 
city which is at present very poorly 
provided with transportation facilities. 
A horse-car line runs down Santa Fe 
avenue to the city limits, but it does 
not make frequent trips or come into 
the heart of the city. Across the river, 
south of the Catholic Orphan Asylum, 
there is some fine property, which will 
doubtless soon come into the market 
if transportation facilities are fur- 
nished. 4 

‘ TORRENS SYSTEM. 

At the session of the Real Estate 
Congress, in Chicago, a day was de- 
yoted to the discussion of the Torrens 
system of land transfers, which has 
been much advocated for adoption in 
this country. It appears that even 
Japan has adopted this. system, by 
which, after a title is once established, 
the government certifies to each suc- 
ceeding transfer. There may be some 


small drawbacks to the system, but: it 
appears to have 


given satisfaction 
wherever it has been introduced, and 
would certainly be a big improvement 
on our present, “‘happy-go-lucky’’. meth- 
ods of regarding real-estate transac- 
tions. Frank of the National 
Bank 2©f D. O. Mills of Sacramento, 
who was appointed by Gov. Markham 
as a.delegate, to report on the merits 
of the Torrens system of transferring

addressing the convention, Mf. Miller 
said: 


“T am convinced that the Torrens 
system (which has been in successful 
operation in Australia, and which was 
so strongly advocated in I[llinoia, Wis- 
consin and other States) is a plan 
which should be adopted in every 
part of the United States. Most bank- 
ers do not understand the plan. They 
miss many short-time loans on reality 
because of the expense and dangers in 
abstracts and titles. They 46 pot know 
that a perfeét teéttificate of ‘tifle can 
be granted by every county fécorder, 
end that it can be transferred in one 
hour as easily and safely as a regis- 
tered bond of the United States, . 

“Il appear before you to ask that 
you will, each and all, talk to your 
bankers in your own towns, and make 
them acquainted with the merits of 
the Torrens system. The national 
bankers cannot lend money on realty. 
Two or three thousand of the smaller 
national banks should ask Congress to 
permit that some loans may be made 
on real estate to a limit not éxceeding 
one-third of the assessed value. These 
loans could be collectéd very easily, 
because savings banks and other lend- 
ers usually advance more than one- 
third, and would be glad to take them. 
Remove the absurd and costly obstacles 
which are kept In the path of those 
who to deal in land and the na- 
tional banks will wish to enter this 
field. of business Now you must prove 
that the man who owned your land fifty 
years ago was not married at the time 
when he deeded you the lot. This 
proof must be examined and criticised 
afresh every ime that lot changes 
hands. This is intolerable, and the 
present generation will do away with 
such a state of things. Wheat is ho 
longer sold in Chicago by the wagon- 
load. Certificates of title to wheat 
are sold at auction in your great ex- 
changes to agents who represent buy- 
ers in Europe. Has not the result been 
that the farmer who raises the wheat 
now gets a higher average price than 
if the old system had remained un- 
changed? Does not facility of transfer 
increase the selier’s profit”? 

“Tf the vernment should guarantee 
every man’s title to this land ye on 
not millions of dollars be added to the 
land values of this great nation? Un- 
der the Torrens system this can be done 
and 1 predict thatit will bedone and a 
revolution and improvement in_ real 
estate will. occur which shall be of 
vast importance. Tracts of 30,000 acres 
and 100,000 acres in my State, which 
are now used by a few families, will 
be broken up into smaller ranches of 
160 acres, each one supporting. man 
and his family. The abstract, which Is 
a more bulky and important document 
than the Bible, will become a thing 
of the past. In each man’s Bible will 
be found a slip of paper, his certificate 
of title, to mark the place where it is

The work of paving Colorado street 
was completed several weeks ago. It 
is a $20,000 job, and is already mostly 
paid for in cash. The fact, however, 
that one solitary man instructed the 
Council. or the City Treasurer, not to 
have bonds issued to.cover the work 
in front of his property, was sufficient 
to insvire a sensational article in one 
Los Angeles paper, which another Los 
Angeles paper copied, to the effect 
that the pavement is meeting with 
much opposition, and that if this one 
propertv-owner can show that he is 
neither legally nor morally obligated 
to pay for his share of the pavement, 
the contractor’s name will be Dennis 
instead of Fairchild, This is the kind 
of stuff the people have become ac+ 
customed to expect to appear in the 
paper referred to. Fortunately, it car- 
ries no weizht. 

The fact of the matter is that Pasa- 
dena has made a remarkable showing 
in the matter of the Colorado-street 
pavement. Of the $20,000 in round 
numbers due Mr. Fairchild, not more 
than $1200, and perhaps only $1000, will 
be paid in bonds. The rest has been 
or will be paid in cash, with the single 
exception of the amount due from the 
one property-owner already referred to, 
and his frontage does not cut the con- 
spicuous figure in the job that the Her- 
ald would have its -readers believe. 
This indicates a most healthy finan- 
cial condition of affairs. Mr. Fairchild 
is free to confess that he does not be- 
lieve-amother city on the coast could 
pay todav nineteen-twentieths of the’ 
cost of such a pavement as Pasadena 
has done.

The following paragraph from the 
Anaheim Gazette will be of interest to 
the sugar-beet growers, real and pros- 
pective, of Orange county: ~ 

“When the farmers below town put 
ip their sugar beets last season there 

ere tches here and there where the 
seed failed to come up, either because 
there was not sufficient moisture to 
cause the seed to sprout, or because of 
improper planting. It was thought by 
some that the beets would got grow in 
these spots because the soil was too 
poor or because the farmer did not seed 
right; but since the recent rains the 
seeds have begun to sprout, and the 
young beéts are as thick as they can 
possibly stand. It has heretofore been 
demonstrated that sugar beets can be 
grown and matured here the year 
round where the soil has sufficient 
moisture to sprout the seed at the time 
of planting. This is a big advantage 
over most sugar-beet-growing © coun- 
tries, and the fact that we raise the 
richest beets in saccharine makes this 
the ideal sugar-producing section.’’

SANTA MONICA, 


Inspecting the Waterworks—Local News and 
Notes. 

The city officials on Friday after- | 
noon accepted invitations of the water 
company to inspect the improvements 
ard new developments of the system 
which furnishes Santa Monica with 
her water supply. The trustees and 
Officers generally were on hand, and 
accompanied by Messrs. Robert and 
Rov Jones. E. J. Graham and press 
representatives, took carriages for the 
headwaters of the system. 

Originally the water supply consisted 
of the flow from numerous springs 
south of the site of the Soldiers’ Home, 
collected in a natural basin, and after 
passing through a primitive sandbox 
it was piped to the reservoir and. town. 
Later a wooden receiving well was put 
in. which is housed and fully protected 
from surface water. and. the original 
basin has’ been so filled and covered 
as to protect the water from contami- 
nation. Through this well the present 
supply passes. and starts on its run 
to the reservoir as clear as crystal. It 
represents forty miners’ inches, and 
has been sufficient for all purposes to 
date. But the ravine above the springs 
has water-bearing land on its western 
bank of the-mountain: side, and to 
meet an tunnels 
are_being run into this .with. most prom- 
ising results. The visitors inspected 
tunnels Nos. 1. 2,.3 and 4, already 
driven along the gravel strata to 
depths *of fifty to eighty feet, and 
from which an additional supply is 
already flowing equal to one-half the 
old volume. Tunnel No. 5 is just 
Started. Each tunnel will be carried 
as far as it vields results, and it is the 
purpose of the company to deVelop the 
limit of water which the land will 
produce. There will be put in a new 
receiving well for the new supply, and 
like the old, it will be piped both to 
the reservoir, and by direct line to 
town.

. TicCracken Struck by a 
Moving Train. 


He Attempted to Drive Across the Track ia 
Front of the Engine and Met With 
Almost Instant 
Death. 


T. M. McCracken, a former welle 
known hackman of this city, attempted 
to drive across the Southern Pacific 
tracks at the junction of Central 
avenue and Sixteenth’ street, last 
night at 5:20 o’clock, when his wagon 
was struck by a moving train and he 
was thrown out, sustaining injuries 
from the. effects of which he died in 
about fifteen minutes afterwards. 

The point where’ the accident 
‘curred is, quite -open, and. it ap 
that McCrackén took his own chances 
when he tried to make the ‘crossing, 
The train was the Santa Monica local, 
West-bound, being in charza’of “Eine 
John Hust and Conductor 
sett. 

McCracken was driving leisurely 
|along toward the tracks as the train 
approached. tie evidently believed 
that he could get across ail right, but 
either owing to miscalculation, or stub- 
bornness on the part of his team, the 
engine struck his wagon before it had 
cleared the rails, McCracken was almost 
instantly killed... Dr. Ainsworth was noti+ 
fied as soci as possible, but the best 
he could do was to make the last 
moments of the injured man easy. - 

The remafis were taken to fhe une 
dertaking rooms of Orr & Co., where 
an inquest will be held this morning. 

McCracken was a very eccentric 
character, and ‘had quite a record. He 
made his advent into Southern Cali- 
fornia some eight or ten years agu 
with @ woman whom he had induced 
to leave her husband and family. in the 
northern .part of the State. This 
woman lived with him until a year or 
two ago, when she left him and went 
to live'cwtth -a@ ‘married daughter, 
McCracken ‘first #é4ttled at Lamande. 
Park, where he purchased a ranch. He 
sold this out during the boom for 
some $15,000. With this money he re 
moved to Los Angeles and opened..an 
“art store.”” which, however, proved’s 
failure. and he closed out. He then 
went to Antelope: Valley and purchased 
a ranch. but made a failure of this 
also, after which he has been in this 
vicinity. He was a man of violent 
temper, and on several occasions made 
threats against various people, in one . 
instance going’ S0’Tar as to say_ that 
| Killjone man because he 
would not ‘give up some old plunder 
that he had seized for rent, and which 
McCracken would not pay. He has a 
brother in this city, but it is not known 
whether he has any other relatives.
